-abdut the river and its immediate surroundings,’ 
In one of these you are reminded ‘of the 
beauties of scenery onthe West River, with its 
gorges, its peculiar thread-like’ contiouation of: 
lakes one after another with barriers of high land 
always ahead, There are pretty green hills rising 
directly from the water's édge cultivated with 
patches oftea, hemp, tobacco, cassia, indigo, 
andthe mulberry (for the latge surrounding 
‘silk district), and other fruil-bearing treés; it 
has occasionally sloping-banks where the high 
‘and has receded leaving’ a fertile valley, and 
where some picturesque village or small town- 
ship nestled beneath the spreading banyan has 
deposited itself, invited, as it were, by the pro- 
| spect ofa rich food-producing: soil. Theo, 
again, the banana palm and the fa1 palm and 
the Ramie plant (Chinese: grass) grow in full 
luxuriancg,. as also the giant. bamboo, forming: 
extensive groves of graceful feathery foliage 
and lending a delicate softness to one of ‘the
